The moin features of the February figures may be suumarizod as follows:~— 


Males: The totel number of males omploycd in industry (excluding rurel) or enlisted in 
tho defence forees increased steadily from November 1941 until June 1942 at an average 
rate of 22,500 per month, but theresftcr increased by only 18,200 in eight months. The 
figures for recent months reflect the position now being reached in which difficulty 

is being cxperienced in obtaining morc men from other sources, nomely, rural workers, 
uneriployed, independents and micn usuelly occupied as employers or self-employers. The 
intake into the forecs in February wes 4,400 while industry was unchanged.

Females: Total females employed in industry (excluding rural and household domestic)and — 
in the defence forces increased by 8,300 in February following an abnormally small in- 
erease of 2,500 in January. The monthly increase during the twelve months ended Feb- 
ruary, 1943, averaged 5,600. The number of females taken into the forces in February 
was about normal but civil employment of females showed « larger incroase than usual, 
following a small decline in January.

The increase in "Other Governmental" from April to June, 1942 is due to the inclusion of 
those men. The steadiness of the "Cther Governmentcl" figures for males, during the per- 
10d shown above, with the exception of the incresse just noted, shows that the necessarily 
large increase of public employment fcr war purposes has beon offset by curtailment of 

the numbers of males in less essentiel governmental activitiocs. 


The figures at the foot of the table shew absolute amounts (in thousands), 
end percentages, of increase in employmert since the end of November 1941, indicating the 
trend of employment in varicus groups since wer was commenced in the Pacific, Munitions, 
eircraft, and shipbuilding have shown a steady growth in the figures for both sexes, Male 
Cmployment in munition factories increased rapidly until July 1942, but since that date hes 
everaged an increase of only 1,000 per month. The Februsry 1943 increase of 300 was lower 
then usual, Female munition workers continucd to expand, and in February 1943 were 224 per 
cont. ebove the November 1941 level. Male workers in other fectorics and workshops were 
increasing when wer with Jepan started, but have declined slowly from the November 1941 peak, 
Ths loss of 34,100 workers since No paneer: 1941, representing 7 per cent. of their number at 
thot dete, is in excess of the number of male aot ay workers absorbed by the munition works, 
(Of course a very large proportion of the factury workers romoining have been transferred on 
to war contracts). Femals workers in cther factories and workshops have remained very 
stecdy since November 1941 but showed 2 small seascnol increase in February 1943. Govern= 
mental services other then nunition works employed 1 practiecslly unchanged number cf men 
until April 1942, but the increase in May 1942 wes due to the inclusion of such Allied 


Works Council crployses as were working directly for Govern te authorities, Since May

Summing up, it may be said that from November 1941 to February 1943, 
munition etc. works required 31,400 extra men and other Governmental activities 4,900 
extra men, while other factories and workshops released 34,100 men, and all other in- 
dustries released 113,700 men, As to females, munition etc. works required 25,100 and 
Governmental services 21,100 extre women, while female employment in other industries, 
including factories, was very little Changed.

Women commenced to be recruited for the Forces about the middle of 1941, 
They averaged only 800 per month from July to November 1941, but in the next 12 months 
averaged 2,200 per month, and in the three months December 1942-February 1943 averaged 2,700 
Those entering industry averaged about 4,0G0 each month prior to November 1941, during the 
next 1é@ months they averaged 3,600, and in the three months December 1942-February 1943 
averaged 3,000. The largest source of additional female labour was from unoccupied women, 
women engaged in private domestic service, and employers and self-employed women. This 
source provided 3,100 per month in the early part of the war, 4,600 por month in the 12 
months after Novembcr 1941 and 4,700 per month during the three months ended February, 1943.

Males increased by 2,700 end females by 7,500 comps red with Jenuary 1943. The figure for 
males was little changed from the provicus month, cxcept for a substanticl incroase in Vic- 
toria and 2 small decrease in New South Vales, These changes were chiefly due to sub- 
stantial migration from Victcric during the third quarter of 1942 which has just been taken 
into account.

These figures emphasise the strain on manpower in South Austrelia during the 
Whole War Period, and in Western Australian in the early wer period when voluntary enlist= 
ments in that State were reletively high. 


In the period before war commenced in the Pacific, diversion of males was 
highest in Western Australia and South Australia, In New South Wales and in Queensland 


the rate of diversion wes low, For the whole war perizd the diversion of males has pro= 
@eeded farthest in South Austrelia, Yestern Austrelia and Tasmenia. 


During the carly part of the war, the diversion of women into industry was 
greatest in New South Wales, Victoria and Sc subh Australia, while Queensland and Western 


Australia had done practically nothing te engage extra women. During the period since 
since Japen entcred the war, the rote of diversion for women was higher in Western Aus- 
wralia than in any other Steate at the end of Februsry 1943. At the end of January 


South Austrelia wes slightly ahead of Western Australia. However, it is clear that these 
two Stetes heve shown grcoater relative movement of women into the Forces and Industry 
than any other Stete in the pericd since war steartoc with Japan. 


5. Defence Forecs: The numbers of persens enlisted in the defence ferces since the com= 
menecment of wer ero summarized from cfficial records in the following statement. The 
gross enlistments are shown in the first column, while the second c-lumn represents the 
net number taken into dofence forces and not discharged, It includes deaths, missing, 
prisoners of war and wounded. This totel is the significant figure for manpower pur= 
poses and has besn uscd in the preceding tables. It shows the net extent tc which the 
defence aes heve drawn men and women frcm civil life. Actually it may be a littie 
underst2ted, as some cf the persons included as discharges are probably incapacitated, 
end not fit to resume civil cccupaticns.

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The largest increase during February in the net figures for males occured 
eoho RA.A.F. (3,500). The 4.1.F. total increased by 3,500, but this was apparently 
chiefly due to transfers from the Militia, as the total of the A.I.F. and Militia was only 
300 greater than in January, The Navy was increased by 700. Amongst females, the most 
important change was an increase of 1,100 in the net number of A.W.A.S., while the W.A.A.iA.F. 
and the 4./..M.W.S. each increased by about 400, and the Naval “omen's Services by 200.

The net enlistments shown above havs been given for States of enlistment as 
fer as possible. Military figures, however, cre recorded in Military Districts, which, 
eithough practically identical with States, diffcr appreciably in two cases, viz., the 
South Yestern border district cond the Broken Hill district of New South Wales are included 
with 3rd Wictoria) and 4th (South Austrelic) Military Districts respeotively. In the 
above table, a proportion of the Victorian and SOE as stralir e cnlistments, based on the 
toval population in the arezs in guostion, has becna onsferred to New South Wales. 


The outstanding feature of the rates at the end of February, as in earlier 
months, was the reletively high enlistments in Western ..ustroli:, both for males and females. 
Amongst males, South Australic and Victoria came next, while the other three States supplied 
relatively fower enlistments, Female recruits were relotively twice es numerous in Western 
hustralia as in the other States, but there was little difference in the enlistments from 
the five remaining Stetes,
